Unintentional Injury Data Presentation: Looking at the Needs of Indiana from Data 
Presented by: Emma Heltzel (IDOH - Injury Prevention Epidemiologist) 

Emma reviewed winter weather injuries from 2014-2021, as well as their relationship with recent trends 

in extreme weather trends. She also shared suggestions for injury prevention strategies such as 

chimney/flute inspections, installation of smoke and carbon monoxide detectors, and easy-to-read 

thermometers. Additional winter safety messaging tools from Ready.gov and CDC were shared with 

attendees to use for their own communications.

Intentional Injury Presentation – INVDRS Cycle 2 Performance Report (2019-2022) 
Presented by: Morgan Sprecher (IDOH - Indiana Violent Death Reporting System Epidemiologist) 

Morgan provided an overview of the INVDRS Cycle 2 Performance Report, which included key 

performance measures from the past 3 years, evaluation results, the impact this work has on state data 

and upcoming legislation, and how these data will be disseminated through an Annual Suicide and 

Overdose Report.  

Comments from Attendees: 

- Is the suicide report data due out Nov 30 from only the 77 counties that have DSAs? 

o No, these data are drawn from death certificates, which are available from all counties.  

 

Survivors of Suicide Loss Day 
Presented by: Alice Jordan-Miles (Purdue Fort Wayne – Behavioral Health and Family Studies Institute) 

Alice presented on Survivors of Suicide Loss Day, which is an opportunity for people to grieve their loved 

ones and seek out support. There will be 11 events throughout Indiana on November 19 where people 

will have opportunities to talk about their loved ones and engage in healing activities. A list of upcoming 

events are listed below.  

Kelsey Aaron emphasized the importance of these events as a way for Suicide Loss Survivors to come 

together before the holidays. These will be free events, and there is no timeline on when a survivor 

should be ready to attend. Kelsey (kaaron@afsp.org) may be contacted if there are further questions 

about an individual site or other AFSP resources. 

 

Alice Jordan-Miles also highlighted that Indiana is establishing a statewide LOSS (Local Outreach to 

Suicide Survivors) Team through a grant from DMHA. Volunteers, who have been touched by suicide, 

will be contacted to connect with people who have recently experienced a similar loss. By matching 

LOSS Team volunteers with recent suicide survivors, volunteers can empathize with the survivor to 

establish an immediate connection, connect them with AFSP resources, a support group, and a mental 

health professional who has experience with those touched by suicide.
